The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent 
claim 1 is now allowable due to the inclusion in the claim of the controller adjusting ram 
air flow based on a temperature sensor signal. In the Leigh reference, the ram air flow 
is not disclosed as adjustable. Independent claim 23 is now allowable due to the 
inclusion in the claim of a shroud enclosing the air separation module and receiving 
exhaust air. In the Leigh reference, no such shroud is disclosed. Independent claim 24 
is allowable because the Leigh reference does not include in its method of controlling 
flow the step of maintaining the oxygen flow at or below 12% for a majority of flight 
conditions and allowing the oxygen flow to exceed 12% for a minority of flight 
conditions. In addition, there is no reasonable motivation in the prior art of record to 
modify the Leigh method to include this step. Independent claims 32 and 34 are 
allowable because Bragg does not teach an ejector which mixes gases (the Bragg 
device instead aspirates a gas into the liquid fuel), and there is no teaching in the art of 
record to employ such an ejector in the Leigh device.
